ON GERMAN SOIL 


Socialism as a Political Factor 
Has Taken Deepest Root. 


Yesterday’s Hlections Show Sur- 
prising Results in All Parts 
of the Empire. 


An Increase of 33,000 Socialist Votes in the 
City of Berlin—The Probable Cemplexioa 
of Parliament—Unexpected Falling Off 
inthe Ranms of the Conservatives—Sir 
John MacDonald’s Strong Piea for Unity 
In Canada—Plans Proposed to Encourage 
the Growth of National Sentiment and 
Stem the Tide of Ann Ala

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—In thiscity, yesterday's 
vote resulted as tollows: 

First District —Progressist candidate, 6,700; 
Conservative, 4,800; Socialist, 3,560. Second 


District—Prof. Virchow, 18,001; the Socialist 
candidate, 19,010; Conservative candidate, 
14,017. Third District—Progressist candidate 
11,4576; Socialist, 12.280. In all these districts, 
therefore,. supplementary elections are nec- 
etsary. in the Fifth District the Progressist 
candidate had 10,100 and the Socialist 7,240.

INCREASED SOCIALIST VOTE. 

The impreasion thie morning is that the 
Government parties have lost fifteen seats, 
while the Socialists throughout Germany bave 
doubied their yote. 

The great fact of the election is the ¢nor- 
mous and unexpected increasein the Social- 
ist vote. This party bas manifested strength 
in places where it was unknown before, and 
other parties will have to make a rm combi- 
nation against it to stem the tide in the sup- 
plementary elections. Inthe vote in Berlin 
alone these changes areshown. The Socialist 
vote is increased 20,000; the Deutsche Freis- 
sinnige vote 3,000, and the Conservatives have 
lost 84,000. The election of two Socialists as 
representatives of this city in the Reichstag is 
certain. In four districts in the city no can- 
didate has a majority, therefore there is no 
choice in those districts, and supplementary 
elections will be necessary. 

Four Conservatives, one National Liberal, 
eleven Centriste, seven Socialists, two Poles, 
two Alsatians and ten ofthe Deutsche Freis- 
sinnige party are elected. 


LATER RETURNS. 

Herren Grillenberger, Schmidt, Seyfardt 
and Harm, Soolalists, have been elected to 
the Reichstag in Nurembure, Mittweida, 
Schneeberg and Elberfeld, respectively. The 
returns thus far received show the election of 
5 Conservatives, 2 members of the Imperial 
party, 18 members of the Center party, 2 Lib- 
erais, 14 Socialists, 1 National Liberal, 2 Poles 
and 2 Aisatians. Returns have algo been re- 
celved from 78 other districts. In 4 of 
these the polls were headed by Conservatives, 
in 3 by members of the Imperial party, in 17 
by National Liberals, in 10 by members of the 
Center party and 16 by Liderale, in 23 by So- 
cialists, in 2 by Guelphs and in l by an Al- 
satian. Butsecond ballots will be necessary, 
as a majority is required to elect. 

As compared with the last preceding elec- 
tion the Socialist vote in Berlin shows an in- 
crease of 33,000 and the Liberal vote an in- 
crease of 8,000. The Conservative vote de- 
creased 35,000. The Socialists have been 
elected In this city. In three districts second 
ballots will be necessary. Tue Socialists car- 
ried Magdeburg, Altona, Haldurg, the 
Dresden District, the Leipsic District, Chem- 
nits and Zweickau. 

Baron Bulach,a National Liberal, defeated 
Herr Schefferman, a Protestant, at Moles- 
heimerstein. Herr Hickel, a Socialist, was 
elected at Mulhausen. Herr Stoltzel, U!- 
tramontane, defeated a Socialist at Essen. 
Herr Grad was lected at Yolmar, Herr 
Guerber at Gebweller, rr Lang at 
Schlettstadt, Dr. Hoeffel at Seabern and Herr 
Delles, an Alsatian at Metz.

The 
residents of the southern section also com- 
plain, and the remarkable change of senti- 
ment relatiye to the bill by the members of 
the House of Delegates is the subject 
of general comment. As was shown 
in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTCcH, there were 
nineteen members who went on record as 
supporters of the Dill when they defeated the 
minority report from two members of the 
Railroad Committee recom mending the rejec- 
tion of the ordinance. When the bill was 
placed on its passage Tuesday evening it re- 
ceived only six votes, while sixteen voted 
against it. Themembers who defeated the 
bill still claimed that they did so because the 
roads running bobtail cars had ordinances to 
change their style of ope rating to cable or 
electricity, and thatit would be a haraship 
to compel the roads to substitute large cars, 
and then probably have to all secure of an 
entirely different character when they changed 
their motor power. 

The property owners in North St. Louis 
are by no means gatisfied and are getting 
ready for the indignation meeting to express 
their opinion of bobtall cars in general, and 


the members of the House of Delegates who. 


voted against the bill, after having gone on 
record in its favor. 

George P. Wolff, who resides in North St. 
Louls, and has Hobson’s choice between three 
lines of bobtall cars, said to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter to-day that the defeat of the bill was 
te be deplored. He said there was no doubt 
whatever that the poor street-car service in 
North St. Louls was responsible for the low 
rents and poor progress of that section. If 
the city compelled the street rallway compa- 
nies to use large cars, it would be benefited by 
increased taxes, mpre water licenses and 
other revenue, simply because more people 
would reside in that section. The street 
car lines, he said, were making money 
and would make more if they would replace 
the bobtails with first-class street cars. As it 
was, people had to stand up morning and 
night in the cars, act as conductors by pulling 
the bell tor passengers, passing up fares to 
the box and making change. In conclusion 
he said the bill was a very meritorions meas- 
ure and should have passed the assembly. 


Another Gas Bill Vetoed. 


Mayor Noonan has given his official disap- 
provai to Council Dill No. 44, which was in- 
tended to make it a misdemeanor for any gas 
company operating in the city to charge more 
than 9% cents per 1,000 cubic feet for gas. The 


bill was introduced in the Council last May, and 
after dragging some time finally passed both 
branches ofthe Assembly. Since it reached 
Mayor Noonan’s office, he has heard many ar- 
guments on the matter, and at4 o’cinck yes- 
terday afternoon he decided to veto the meas- 
ure. His veto message reads as follows: °

GENTLEMEN—I return herewith Council bill No.

Taking the price at which the article is 
old tn the principal cities of this country. which 
n ne case is lower than $1.25 per 1,000, Ido 
not think St. Louis is justified in demanding coal gas 
for Uluminsting purposes at 90 cents per 1.800 cubic 
feet. The policy of the local government should be 
toenucourage business pursuits and enterprises by 
not interfering with or hampering them. save in 
cases where the necessity of municipal action for the 
rotection of the community is obvious. By abstain- 
ng from exercising the power to regulate, except in 
the cases above indicated, a stability and tone are 
given to investments of capital in this city, and tie 
prosperity and welfare of the community is corre- 
spondingly enhanced and augmented. I have, dur- 
ing my administration, endeavored to act on the 
above policy, believing it to be fraught with world- 
wide benefits to St. Louis, and in the view I take of 
the matter before me, Icannot give my approval to 
Councli Bill No. 44. Respectfully, 
EDWARD A. NOONAN, Mayor.

Mrs. Margaret Merkel Found Dead—Belle- 


Mrs. Margaret Merkel, an aged Swiss woman, 
who lived at 108 Sougsh Main street, died sud- 
denly last night, and her body was found ly- 
ing on the floor of ber bedroom thie morning. 
She. was 76 years of age and was one 
of the oldest residents of this city 
She was the widowof Robert Merkel, who 
died twelve years ago. Coroner Woods in- 


quired mto the cause of her death and found 
thatit had resulted from paralysis of the 
heart. Sheretired last night at 11 o’clock 
and bad probably arisen during the night and 
been attacked by paralysis before she re- 
turned to bed, as her body was found on the 
floor. 

Coroner Woods was notified yesterday of the 
sudden death at Centreville Station of an old 
man known as Francis Christen. He held an 
inquest, at which it was learned that Christen 
died from exvosure, having spent the previous 
night In a grove. He started from a saloon to 
his boarding-house about 10 . 
but was probably too much inebriated 
to walk. His dead body was found 
in the grove Thursday morning. Christen 
was an eccentric character, and was thought 
to have lived inthe country under a faise 
name, He came to America from France. He 
sometimes practiced medicine, and In signing 
prescriptions used several different names, 
which led to the general belief that be was 
concealing his true r He had no rela- 
tives in this section and his body was buried 
at the county’s expense.

The State’s Representative Announces That 
He Will Be Ready Next Week—The Pris- 
ener Remanded to Jail to Await the 
Preliminary Hearing Before a Justice 
of the Peace—Tho Inquest at St, Paul's.

Sr. CHARLES, Mo., Feb. 21.—At 10 o’glock 
this morning Charles F. Vall, charged with 
the murder of his wife, Fannie Vail, nee Siat- 
ry, was arraigned before Squire Casper. 

Marshall F. McDonald and Julian Laugh- 
lin, his attorneys, and Prosecuting At- 
torney Mudd for the State, were 
present. The defense was ready for 


trial, but the State asked for ten days. This 
the defense objected to, but compromised and 
fixed the date of Thursday. February T, as the 
day for the preliminary examination. The 
prisoner was then given a shave 
and feturned

ing. Messrs, Ppenald and Laughlin re- 
turned to the city this morning on the Mont- 
gowery accommodation. It is thought here 
the trial will last some two or three days, 


The Inquest. . 


The grave in the quiet little churchyard in 
St. Paulwas opened yesterday, the body of 
Mrs. Charles F. Vail was taken out, and the 
surgeons hunted with their Knives for the 
bullet which had caused her death. Coroner 
Baltzar, with Constable Wm. Fetch and 


Deputy Sheriff Fred Radell, went to St. Paul 
in the morning, and the people from all the 
surrounding country were there to witness 
the exhumation and listen to the testimony 
they thought would be taken in that remark- 
able case. Mr. Jerome McAtee, Mrs. -Vail’s 
uncle, was there, and Mr. 
her brother, Mr. ‘ 
and Mr. Julian Laughiin, Vall’s 
2838 were present, and with them was 
Dr. O. M. Dixon of St. Louis, for Vail. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mudd went to St. Paul on 
the same train with them, and -ehortly after 
their arrival the autopsy was begun. It was 
rumored that Vail was to be present, but asa 
precautionary measure it was thought best to 
leave him in the jail at St. Charles. 

Coroner Baltzer called on Father Tintrup, 
the parish priest, to apologize for disturbing 
the grave, but Father Tintrup asked for no 
apology. He said that while it was sad that the 
grave of the poor child had to be disturbed, still 
the church would throw no obstacle in the 
way of revealing a crime, but onthe contrary 
would render all the assistance possible. All 
he asked was that the body be reburied as 
nearly in the position in which it was found 
as possible. , 

Before the inquest was begun, Mr. Mudd 
and Mr. McDonald held a consultation. Mr. 
Mudd thought that the only thing necessary 
at that examination was to ascertain the cause 
— — and definitely trace the course of the 

ullet. 

Mr. McDonald agreed with him, but insisted 
that the course of the ball should be traced 
with minute exactness. He said it was likely 
that in that case much would depend on prov- 
ing the relative positions of Mr. and Mrs. Vail, 
and the course of the bullet after it entered 
Mrs. Vail’s body would be an important part 
of the testimony. 

Mr. Mudd then wrote out the form of a ver- 
dict and the inquest was begun 

THE AUTOPSY. . 

Jimmy Nugent opened the grave. Jimmy 
knew Mrs. Vail,and the last time she attended 
the little church at St. Paul she shoox hands 
with him and asked him tostop drinking. 
He dug her grave and refused to accept a cent 
for his labor. He opened it again and cleared 
off all the earth, leaving the yellow box in 
which the casket was encased exposed until 
word came from Mr. Mudd that the yhysicians 
were ready. The coffin was borne to 
an open shed adjoining Seigmund’s store, 
and halt of an iron door was 

laced upon supports to make an operating 

able. The coffin lid was opened and the body 
lifted out on the rude table, Oor- 
oner Baltzar conducted the examination with 
Dr. McElwee and Dr. Edwards as assistants. Dr. 
Dixon took notes. The shroud was cut awa 
and the bandage about the abdomen cut off, 
leaving the body bare fromthe waistup. 4 
long cut was made from the abdomen to the 
throat and the search for the bullet was be- 
gun. It was plainly apparent where it had en- 
tered and there was a blood clot about the 
seat of the injury. The course of the ball was 
traced through the different organs to the 
spinal column where it had deflected into the 
soft tissues and there it could not be followed 
because of the advanced stage of decompos!- 
tion, but that part of its course was not 
material. 5 


THE VERDICT, 

The antopsy lasted for an hour and then the 
body was returned to the coffin and borne 
back to the&grave, where it was reburied. 

The physicians then adjourned to Dr. Ed- 
ward's office for consultation and wrote out a 
technical report, which they submitted to the 
Coroner. 

The jury was composed of J. T. Beselman, 
Thomas MeNeeley, Caspar Hoelte, Henry 
Mueller, Wm, Hutchinson und Samuel Luaby. 
Coroner Baltzar submitted the report to them 
and they signed the verdict Mr. Mudd had 
written, finding that Mrs. Vail ‘‘came to her 
death from a gunshot wound inflicted upon 
ber in the County of St. Charles and State of 
Missouri, on the 10th day of February, 1890.’’ 

That ended the proceedings at St. Paul. 
The lawyers went back to St. Charles to be 
present at the arraignment of Vali to-day, 
and Mr. McAtee and . Slatery went home. . 

Coroner Baltzar said that before the autops 
took place, Mr. McAtee and Mr. Slatery calle 
him to one side and urged him not to permit 
Mrs. Vail’s body to be mutilated, and if it was 
necessary to abandon the inguestto prevent 
an autopsy, to do it. He told them that his 
duty was u plain one, and there was no ailter- 
nate f that an inquest and an autopsy must 

o held. 

Then Mr. McAtee expreseed his regret that 
Vail was not present that he might. be con- 
fronted with the body of his dead wife in the 
presence of witnesses. 

One fact that was made known lu St. Paul, 
which wes not known before, was that Mrs. 
Vall would have become a mother in three 
months had she lived. The child had died 
when the wound was inflicted and that was an 
additional reason why the surgeons could do 
fe kor to save Mrs. Vaii’s life, and why she 
suffered such torturing agonies before her 
death. It wasknown then that if Vail had 
committed a crime, the crime was a double 
murderand this knowledge had a marked 
effect on the sentiment of the people. 


Mr. Slatery’s Return. 


Mr. George Slatery, the brother of Mrs. Vail, 
returned to the city this morning. He was 
seen and asked whether in his visit to Old 
Monroe he had learned any important facets, 

„„No, he replied. ‘‘Everything has been 
made public. Some statements have been 
made which are absolutely fe. Somethin 
was said about me, some hints, and there is 
no foundation for anything of the kind. An 
effort has been made to create sympathy for 
Vall by saying that about half the ! 
there bellieyed he was innocent. 
true. It is deliberately false. Why, if Val 
had been there yesterday he might have been 
lynched.’’ | :

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 21.—The debate 
in Congress over the selection of the World's 
Fair site continued late into yesterday after- 
moon. These dispatches wound up yesterday 
with the presentation of the claims of New 
York and Chisago, which were given as fully 
as théir importance required. 

ST. LOUIS HAS HER SAY. 

When the Chicago argument was concluded, 
the representatives of St. Louis were called 
for, and Congressman Frank opened the bat- 
tle for bis clty. He said: 


Mr. SPEAKER—The city of St. Louls,to those 
whose good rortune has brought them within 
its confines, speaks more eloquently through 
the charms it possesses — displays than 1 
can, and it all Who were tö pass upon this 
question had been fortunate enough ever to 
have been within its borders, much that has 
been said and much thatI shall say might re- 
main unsaid. If anything can be added to 
what bas been said within. the last year in 
the public prints, in public assemblies, 
in the public thoroughfares, before the 
committees of the House und the Sen- 
ate and upon this floor, Ibavenot been able 
to think of it, and I may be obliged to repeat 
some things. Ofcourse, it anything remains 
unsaid which might bave been said, I claim it 
for the city of St. Louis, whose merits dis- 
tance those ofany other city and put her so 
far in the van as to entitle herto the surfeit. 
Inthe discussion, Mr. Speaker, of the site 
for the Worid’s Fair, I had not intended say- 
ing anything in disparagement of any other 
city, but there seems to be a disposition on 
the part ot some in this contest to covertly 
and covetously belittle the great interoceanic 
city of my home. 

All fools have still an itching to deride, 
And fain wuld be upon the laughing side. 

Tho place, Mr. Speaker, for this proposed 
commemoration is to be chosen, I appre- 
hend, upon sound reason and to promote the 
ends sought to be compassed. If it is intended 
to select a place for the missionary work of 
enlightenment which was alluded to by the 
gentleman from Illinois (Mr: Taylor), I would 
plead earnestly and sincerely now and at all 
times for the city of Chicago, whose people, 
Mr. Speaker, learn their art from magic- 
lantern reproductions, their history from 
cycloramas and panoramas, their sculp- 
ture from cemeterial monuments, and 
their politics from oriminal cal- 
endars and trials. [Laughter. The 
original conception, however, of this cle - 
bration ¢manated some five years ago in a se- 
ries of articles published in my city. The 
thought was one of pure sentiment and of un- 
selfish and patriotic feeling. It was to com- 
memorate in a fitting manner the — eg fA of 
the New World by Christopher Columbus.

political party, Democratic or Republican, 
city, State dr national committee men or party 
manager to locate the site for this great 
historic event according to what he 
thinks as proper or accordant. The his- 
tory of a country, gentlemen, is not made by 
a political party, nor, indeed, by all political 
parties alone, though the progress of its peo- 
le owes much to the established character of 
ts form of government. The political aspect 
of this matter is not confined to the city of 
New York. Chicago vies with the city of New 
York in this distinction, and supplements it 
by an aspect distinctively mercantile. An ex- 
amination of the dille referred to the 
World’s Fair Committee discloses the 
fact that Chicago alone doclined to name 
her incorporators in the bill, but re- 
quired that to be left blank in order that 
the Governor of the State of Illinois might 
designate the incorporators.

She is situated geographically so as tobe 
accessible to the largest number of people of 
this country and of the continent south of us, 
xico and the Americas. In the way of 
exhibits of our wonderful progress, she is 
mearer to a greater variety of them than any 
other city, and as to foreign exhibits, of 
which so much bas been said, they can be 
brought through the jetties and handled 
atthedocks of New Orleans more conven- 
fentiy and brought to St. Louis with less con- 
fusion than at the port of New York. 

There has been in respect to local advan- 
tages no unseemly rival in the hearts of the 
people of the city of St. Louis when locating 
the actual site within ite confines. It does 
not * the different locations in the city 
of St. uls spread all over its territorial 
limite to compass this great work. We have 
at least half a dozen sites that can compre- 
hend it without distributing it over the city 
and without ln any way interfering with the 
summary ofthe exhibdition. Possessing in au 
eminent degree the power to carry out the re- 
quirements ofthe bill under consideration, 
able and willing to live up to its provisions 
in good faith, she asks you in a spirit 
ofa lofty ambition to place in lier care, under 
the guardianship of the National Government, 
this celebration.

The St. Louis Campaign. 


Yesterday the claims of the different cities 
competing for the Worid’s Fair were pre- 
sented to Congress by their advocates, but 
this is regarded as merely preliminary, and 


the real contest commences to-day. What 
the various speakers said was listened to with 
Interest, but the effect cannot be estimated 
until the question comes toa vote. To-day 
the opposition both to the claims of each city, 
and to the Fair as a whole, will develop 
itself, and the fight will commence. Some 
criticlems have been made in reference tothe 
St. Louis Committee on the ground that the 
number of workers on the field was smaller 
than either the New York or Chicago con- 
tingent. There are less than a dozen St. 
Louis menin Washington on behalfof the 
World's Fair, while the advocates of the two 
principal rivais of this city are numbered by 
the score. The reason given for this is that 
both the New Yorkers and Chicagoans are in 
effect, although not intentionally, fighting 
the battle of St. uls, and that 
with 80 efficient a representation 

is unnecessary to send a large 
delegation to the capital city. The dissen- 
sions that exist and are hourly increasing 
between the representatives of New York 
and Chicago are very favorable to St. Louis, 
and will without question cause many votes 
to be cast for thiscity ifa selection is not 
made at once. The Chicago contingent from 
Kansas, Nebraska, Southern Illinois,Northern 
and Western Indiana, the Dakotas and Wis- 
cornsin will in case that itis evident that Chi- 
cago cannot be chosen vote for St. Louis. 
The majority of the New York delegation, 
the Pennsyivanians, the Congressmen from 
Southern Ohio, and the entire Southern 
State vote for the metropolis will, it is be- 
lieved, cast their vote for St. Louls in case 
the cause of New York seems hopeless. Under 
these conditions the managers of tne st. Louis 
campaign do not deem it advisable to risk 
making enemies by exhibiting too aggressive 
a spirit and are content to await the course of 
events. The representatives of St. Louls now 
on the ground are sufficient in number to carry 
on such acampaign as has been laid out, and 
those in charge of affairs here are most hope- 
ful of the result. 


DR. CHILDS’ POSITION, 


He Gives the Reasons for His Withdrawal 
From the Presbyterian Church. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 21.—Rev. Dr. Thomas 
S. Childs of Washington has explained toa 
correspondent of the American of this city why 
he withdraws from the Presbyterian Church 
and asks to be received in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Maryland. 


Dr. Childs says: 
There are two tendencies in the Presby- 


terian Church—one toward disintegration and 
the other toward unity. This tendency toward 
disintegration is that which produces the 
wide differences of opinion. 1 find in the 
Episcopal Church a doctrinal faitb in substan- 
tialharmony with our own. I find a com- 
munion of saints, in whichI hope to enlarge 
the experiences of the past and have a pledge 
ofthe still wider communion ot the future. I 
hold as satisfactory the basis of Christian 
union proposed by the House of Bishops of 
the American Episcopal Church and 
revised by the Lambeth Conference. The 
first three terms—the scriptures, the creeds 
and the sacraments—could hardly cause seri- 
ous discussion among protestants. All ac- 
ceptthem. Weareunable to see why there 
should be any more difficulties with the his- 
toric episcopate. Aalvin admitted the best 
historic scholarship of our age admits it. The 
House of Bishops made their deliverance in- 
telligently and honestly. They do not ask us 
to 8 any particular theory of the Episco- 
Pate. hey ask us to accept the fact and 
there is the fact, whether we accept it or not. 
We are unable to see a simpler basis of unlon 
than this.’’

Judge Bacon of Hannibal now has under 
consideration the recommendation of the 
Marion County Grand-jury, which adjourned 
Monday, that he calla speoial grand-jury to 
inguire into the mysterious murder of Amos 
J. Stillwell on December 29, 1888, exclusively. 
Three grand-juries have considered the 
case, and owing to the press of 
other business have deen unable to 
give it proper attention. Considerable evi- 
dence had been gathered, the result being a 
conviction on the part of mostjurors that no 
burglar killed Mr. Stillwell. In one jury

Stillwell was xilied. Crain was not connected

during which journey the detective endeav- 
ored to learn what Crain knew of the Stillwell 
murder. Crain, who had enough other 
crimes on his , to make 
bim suspicious, learned his com- 
panion’s business and gave him the slip. 
Enough had been learned by the detective 
concerning Crain to make him certain that 
Crain had had no connection with the murder. 
This was the most considerable of the burglar 
clews. It ended as did ali others, and at last 
the detectives came back to the one theory 
that sems tenable. 

It was on the advice 
that no reward was 
time after the murder, they believing 
that a large reward would be used 
by the attorneys of any person accused of the 
crime to discredit the testimony of any in- 
formant who might claimit. When the re- 
ward was offered the amount, $1,000, was also 
suggested by the detectives, with a view in 
the direction indicated above. 

WHAT PROSECUTING ATTORNEY ANDERSON SAYS.

ury, which I respectfully ask you to give as 
much publicity to as you did to the article re- 
ferred to.

HANNIBAL, Feb. 18, 1890. 
To the Public: 

I regret that I am again forced to appear in 
the public prints to justify my course as a 
public officer. The phraseology of the report 
of the last Grand-jury to the District Court 
so far as it relates to me is susceptible of va- 
rious constructions, but I do not see that any 
one could later from it that the Grand-jury 
intended to charge ine with ‘‘suppression of 
evidence’’ in my possession.

PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS, 


Discussion of the Recent Order Issued by 
Bishop Wigger. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, Feb. 21.—The Rev. Father Cor- 
rigan of the Catholic Church of Our Lady of 
Grace in Hoboken and of the best known 
Catholic priests of New Jersey, has given a 
new phase to the discussion concerning 
Bishop Wigger’s order to Catholic parents, 
under pain of denial of absolution, to send 
their children to parochial schools. The or- 


der bas not been n from any of 
the Catholic Church ptipits in Jersey City or 
Hoboken, yet the priests say for the reason 
that the parochial schools in the cities cannot 
accummodate the many Catholic school chil- 
dren. But Father Corrigan bas failed to pro- 
mulgate it for the reason that he does not be- 
lieve that the Bishop had power to make it. 

He says that there is a law of the church 
which declares that It Catholic schools have 
not all the grades subject to advanced scholars 
and if the parents secure the religious train- 
ing of the children at home, Catholic children 
may go to public schools, and neither priest 
nor bishop is allowed to refuse them or their 
parents admission to the sacraments, or even 
use threats against such parents or children.’’ 
Father Corrigan says he does not see how, 
under that law, the Bishop can enforce his 
rule. 

Bishop Wigger says he has no knowledge 
of any such law, and that he is acting in pur- 
suance of the recommendation of the Plenary 
Council at Baltimore. The Couneil deciares, 
the Bishop says, that ‘‘the Catholic Church 
cannot allow parents to give a merely secular 
education totheir children, which will not 
give them the means of knowing the last 
end. The decree reads: We not only ex- 
hort Catholic parents with parental love, but 
we also command them to give them an edu- 
cation both Christlan and Catholic and to de- 
fend them during the whole time of thelr in- 
fancy and childhood fro the dangers of a 
merely secular cducation, and, jerefore, 
that they send them to parochial schools or to 
other schools truly Catholic, emg 
when the . in a particular instance 
judges that it can be permitted otherwise.“ 

The Bishop thinks that the parochial schools 
are as fully equipped for educational purposes 
as the public schools.

THE KELLY FIASCO. 

The Kelly fiasco suggests forcibly that 
reform in the matter of courtesy between 
Police Departments of different cities is 
badly needed. Of course the most ridicu- 
lous position in this serious farce is occu- 
pied by the Chicago Police Department. 
A Chicago detective claimed to have 
tracked and shadowed KELtty for weeks 
as one of the conspirators in the Cronin 
murder. He located his man in St. Louis 
and with all the flash ingenuity of a Ga- 
boriau hero planned a brilliant capture of 
the alleged conspirator. By merely hint- 
ing that KELLY was an important crim- 
inal he secured the aid of the St. Louis 
Police Department. Two local detectives 
were assigned to help him. The murder- 
ous conspirator was lured to a lonely spot 
at the door ofthe Globe-Democrat office 
and he was nabbed in the most approved 
theatrical style, the flashes of genius 
from the journalistic minds in the vicin- 
ity serving as calcium lights. 

Under the influence of the dark hints of 
the vastness of the catch the local police 
attempted to suppress news of the arrest, 
but the Posr-Disraron published a full 
account ofit and the police then made 
the capture appear of the greatest im- 
portance. The St. Louis police held the 
manonmere statements of the Chicago 
detective until two other detectives from 
Chicago, who did not know the man 
KELLY was thought to be, identified him 
as that man. He was then hand-cuffed 
and taken tothe Windy City, As soon as 
the only two persons who were able to 
identify the man wanted saw KELLY they 
deciared that he was not the right man, 
and the brilliant capture turned out to be, 
in expressive Chicago lingo, a monkey 
fake.’’ 

Before proceeding to make his depart- 
ment a laughing stock and rendering the 
city liable to damages for false arrest and 
imprisonment Chief HUEBLER should have 
demanded satisfactory evidence of the 
identity of the man and of his criminal- 
ity.

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DUSKY TRUGS AT WORK IN SEVERAL 
SECTIONS OF sr. LOUIS. 


Complaints Received by the Police of High- 
way Robberies Commiutted by Them — 
Rela Up at the Point of a Revolver—A 
Victim G6illenced .With a Club—Pick- 
pockets in a Church. 


Complaint was made to the police last 
evening by L. R. Wilson, a tailor, 917 Olive 
street, that on Wednesday night he was 
robbed by two negro women. This, in itself, 
while boing a very strange circumstance, 
would not have excited unuspal comment but 
for the tact that a number of similar com- 
plaints have been received inthe past week.

MR. WILSON CALLED 
atthe Four Courts yesterday afternoon and 
told his story to Acting Chief of Detectives 
Pat Lawler. The story was such,an improb- 
able one that butfor the fact that Mr. Wilson 
is a business man of reputation, it would have 
been set down at once asafake. Improbable 


as the story may appear, it has been substan-

THEIR AUTHORITY CERTAIN. 


The Illinois Live Stock Commissioners Have 
the Power to Act to Suppress Disease. 


SPRINGFIELO, li., Feb. 21.—The Governor 
is in receipt of the special report of the State 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners on the 
cattic disease known as lumpy jaw. The 
report recites thatthe disease first made its 
appearance in this State in 1887 and was re- 
ported from Peoria County by Dr. John Case- 
well, State Veterinarian. At this time the 


board was busied with pleuro- pneumonia, but 
early in 1888 turned its attention to the ew 
disease called actinomy-cosis which, it says, 
is highly contagious, not only from one an- 
mal to another, but from animals to mankind. 
The report contained illustrations of afflicted 
animals and also of persons who have be- 
diseased by ones | the flesh 
diseased animals. he board 
shows conclusively by expert testi 
mony thatthe disease is highly infectious, 
and the Attorney-General gives it as his opin- 
fon that the board has complete jurisdiction 
for the suppression and extirpation of the dis- 
ease under the law in this State. It was found 
necessary to place a special agent of the 
board at the Union Stock Yards at Chicago, 
and shortly after this was done the board was 
earnestly requested by the Superintendent of 
the National Stock Yardsat East St. Louis to 
lace a similar agent there, which was done, 
ause of the fact that the inspection at Chi- 
cagoand other markets was driving many 
diseased cattle to that market. All other 
points in the State are guarded and no car- 
casses of diseased animals are allowed to be 
placed on the market for human food.

A MILITARY, DESPOTISM. 


CORTEZ GIVES HIS OPINION OF THE CUBAN 
GOVERNMENT- 


Salamanca’s Tyranny—The Quarrel With 
the Intendant of Finance—An Explana- 
tion of the Charge of Embezzlement of 
Cuban Funds—The Hearing in New 
York—Amount of Money Missing.

EW YORK, Feb. 21.— 

Senor Luis De Otezia 

Y Cortez, who was 

for many years coun- 

sel to the Intendent 

General of Finance of 

Cuba, and who is 

wanted in Cuba to an- 

swer to charges of 

embezzlement and de- 

* sertion of office, has 

made along statement 

in regard to his case. 

For nearly two months 

Cortez has languished 

in Ludlow street jali, 

having been arrested 

just as he was about to leave this city for 
Paris. 

The proofs on which the representatives of 
the Spanish Government rely to extradite 
him reached here three days ago, and since 
then Cortez has had two hearings before 
United States Commissioner Lyman. Inthese 
documents Cortez is charged with 
having embezzled coupons of the value of 
about $198,000 of which he was able to get pos- 
session through his office. None of the con- 
pons or proceeds were found on him when 
arrested, and it was later learned, it ig 
claimed, that about $100,000 had been depos- 
itedin Havana and transferred to the credit 
of his mother by cable orders. What was 
done with the other $98,000 Is not known. 

THE STATEMENT. 

Cortez’ statement was admitted at yester- 
day’s hearing before Commissioner Lyman. 
It begins as follows: 

The Government of Cuba Is a military 
despotism. The military element always 
predominates over the civiland the Captain- 
General illegally imposes bis will upon all the 
authorities and civil functionaries without 
recognizing the rights of even the Intendent 
of Finance, of the President of the Court, or 
of .other officials whose decisions the law 
makes final.’’ 

* Since 1882, Cortez continues, he prepared all 
estimates for the islend of Cuba, and opposed 
the excessive expenditures of the War De- 
partment, reducing the expenses of the army 
from $12,000,000 to $6,000,000. This brought 
down on him the enmity of the Oaptain- 
General and many other officials. In 1887 he 
was ordered to investigate certain frauds in 
the Board of Debt, perpetrated by means of 
false drafts of the military administration. It 
become necessary to lay the responsibility at 
the door of several military authorities, and 
the Captain-Genera} in uence dl 
charged him from his m,. 
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reinstated in his position in Cuba. 
Gen. Salamanca, at that time a member of 
the Senate of Spain, defended the military ad- 
ministration against the charges made by 
Cortez. Soon after, Gen. Salamanca was ap- 
pointed Captain-General of Cuba, ana accord- 
ing to Cortez, knowing his opposition to the 
military establishment of Cuba, vented 
against him all his personal antipathy. 
SALAMANCA’S TYRANNY. 

ofr 8 Salamanca Cortez says in his state - 
ment: , 

Gen. Salamanca inaugurated his Govern- 
ment in Cuba by demonstrating himself to be 
a military man and atyrant. He never wore 
any other dress than his military uniform and 
was in the habit of stating that he had noneed 
of knowing the civil laws because he proposed 
to govern according to his own ideas, 
naturally criticised this conduct, and these 
criticisms reached the ears of the General, 
thereby increasing greatiy his animosity 
toward me. When, in December last, an 
Intendent arrived from Spain the General at 
once used his influence to prejudice Ine and 
5 suspicions in his mind against my integ- 
rity.’’ 

Almost immediately after the new Intendent 
went into office be and Cortez had arow over 
the interpretation ofa certain royal order. 
Cortez sent in his resignation and on the fol- 
lowing day left on the steamer Olivette. 
When he left no charges had been made. 
Cortez declares that the money for- 
warded by him to Madrid was made in specu- 
lative operations, and that the charges in 
reference tothe coupons are due to the en- 
mity of a dishonest clerk in his office.
